II  have  nad  a  letter  Iron:  Sir  Fdrrund  Walker,  the  Chairman  of 

our  Board  of  Governors:,  in  which  he  tells  me  that  he  has  had  th?<  ODDortunity 

of  having  a  conversation  with  you  with  regard  to  a1  vacant  Dosition  that  we 
nave  iin  the  University  in  the  Department  of  German.  Sir  Fdrrund  told  me  that 
you  could  not  consider  a  oermanent  position  this  summer,  and  that  in  any  cas< 
if  you  were  to  come  to  us  you  would  wish  to  come  first  tor  a  year  in  order  t< 
see  the  oonortunities  that  we  offer. 

The  ocsition  that  at  oresent  we  wish  to  fill  would  Drobably 
be  an  Associate  Frcfessorsiiin,  the  salary  of  which  runs  by  annual  increments 
of  1100,  that  is  £20,,  from  $21  GO  to  $3000.  We  might  be? in  the  salary  at 
any  coint  between  these  extremes.  :I  nave  no  doubt  that  an  Associate- 

ProfessorshiD  when  held  by  a  person  of  distinction  would  result  before  long 

in  a  full  professorship.  We  desire  to  make  the  position  an  important  one, 
and  to  develop  German  Literature:  as  fully  as  may  be.  !Ir,  the  Department 
of  Modern  Languages:,  the  Teutonic  branch,  we  had  last  year  373  students, 
a  fact  that  will  show  you  the  iirr  porta  nee  we  attach  to  the  study  of  modern 
languages  'in  this  University.

It  Tay  be  difficult  for  us  to  secure  terrcorary  suDDly  for 
the  position  tor  next  winter,,  and  'it  would  suit  us  better  if  we  were  able 
to  have  some  occupant  of  the  chair  to  whom  we  might  reasonably  look  to  remain 
permanently  with  us.  Ferhaps  you  would  be  kind  enough  to  let  me  know 
as  soon  as  Dossible  whether  you  would  be  at  all  inclined  to  consider 
accepting  the  offer  of  an  Associate  Frofessors hi n,  and  if  so  on  what  terms, 
and  when  it  would  be  possible  for  you  to  come  ? 

I  may  say  that  a  year  ago  Professor  Fiedler  of  Oxford 
and  afterwards  Professor  Fobertson  ot  London  toth  mentioned  you  to  me  as 
one  whotr  we  should  te  fortunate  to  secure  if  we  were  to  have  a  vacancy  in 
German.

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  letter  from  August  14. th 


which  has  been  forwarded  to  me  some  time  ago  and  your  second  letter 
received  to-day.  The  offer  which  Jn  these  letters  you  kindly  make 
to  me  as  to  my  futur  position  at  the  univerity  of  Toronto  does  not 
quite  correspond  to  what  I  had  imagined.  Holding  now  a  full  profes¬ 
sorship  at  the  university  of  Brussels,  I  should  have  preferred  to 
be  equally  appointed  full  professor  at  once  at  your  university.  I 
understand,  however,  that  you  want  to  distinguish  between  the  two 
years  of  my  temporary  appointment  and  the  donclusive  state,  and 
I  should  therefore  prepared  to  accept  your  honourable  offer  in  that 
way  that  I  shall  be  appointed  associate  professor  with  a  salary 
of  3000  ^8=  and  the  prospect  of  being  appointed  full  professor  after 
two  years.  The  only  wish  I  want  to  add  to  this  arrangement  would 
be  an  ^allowance  for  removal  (as  it  is  customary  at  all  European 
universities  )  in  that  way  that  I  get  once  the  sum  of  250  -  300 
^  in  addition  to  my  salary .< 


I  have  been  very  much  pleased  by  what  you  tell  me 
about  the  opp$6unities  for  work  in  Toronto  and  ab^out  the  high

I  am  glad  to  know 
that  there  is  a  orosDeot  of  your  being  willing  to  acoeDt  the  Dosition  of 
Associate-Professor  in  tne  University  of  Toronto  at  three  thousand  dollars 
a  year  for  two  years:,  on  tne  understanding  that  :if  at  the  end  of  two  years 
tne  University  and  you  are  mutually  agreeable  to  continue  our  relations  hi n 
you  would  be  advanced  to  tne  oosition  of  full  orofessor. 

I  suDDOse  that  you  understand  that  a  good  deal  of  the 
work  done  by  you  would  be  in  Fnglisft,  and  that  a  considerable  fluency  in  the 
language  would  be  necessary.  From  what  I  have  learned:,  however:,  I  iudge 
that  you  are  able  to  use  English  very  freely  in  the  class  room.  This  of 
course  would  cons'  also  from  Dractice  i n  your  earlier  years. 

•  In  the  course  of  a  month  or  two  I  will  bring  the 
matter  formally  before  the  Board  of  Governors:,  and  I  tnink  I  shall  have  no 
difficulty  in  inducing  them  to  act  on  my  nomination.
